‘Only British ‘mediation ‘prevented the withdrawal of 
the gold bloc ations. : President Roorcvelt muat ‘ecept full respon- 
sibility for the breakdown at London and, as we pointed out in these 
columns a fortnight ago, the blame is directly attributable to the 
! Roosevelt administration. The United States. President not only 
deluded the representatives of foreign nations at the Washing- 
ton conversations (he assured Mr.’ MacDonald and M. Herriot 
that America’s abandonment of.the gold standard was not the pre- 
lude to a’ deliberate’ campaign to depreciate the American dollar) 
hut he has also repudiated his delegates. First, hc disavawed the 
accredited delegation, led by Mr, Cordell Hull, on currency stabilisa- 
tion, and then embarrassed his own personal representative, Pro- 
fessor Moley, when the latter had drawn up a plan whereby wide 
currency fluctuations could be checked by a system of co-operative]: 
international control. Mr. Roosevelt's own statements have. been 
so inconsistent that he has confused the American delegation while 
he has found it necessary to issue subsequent etatements to clarify 
his declarations, His amazing change of nattitwde has astounded 
and dismayed the world, and he has, as Reuter, ideseribes it, “tor- 
pedoed the Conference.” . - 
The complaint against President Roosexeft 18, * not so much that 


[he has decided on-o nationalist poliey but that lie misled. the world 


by indicating that he was prepared to co-operate und that he crented 
tho illusion that America was at last abandoning her traditional 
policy of isolation. If the United States wishes ‘to embark on an in- 
flation policy that is mainly her own affair. Other‘naticns may differ 
with that policy but at least the position is clear and straightforward, 
allowing of no misconception. If President Roosevelt had been 
frank before June 15, stating his intentions then, instead of-a 
week or two.later, the tragedy of the Conferente could have been 
averted. Europe could have a separate Conference or, better still, 
the World Conference could have been postponed. As it fs the Con- 
ference will now ba either adjourned or else it will stagger along |. 
with or, without the gold countries, But the chief damage has been 
done — public confidence has been destroyed. The peoples of the 
world had become accustomed to continual failures of weary, futile 
Conferences but had been led to belleve that the London conference 
would be approached in a new spirit of international co-operation.

"Pioneer Pilot Crashes’ 
400 Feet. 


MR. C. H. LOWE-WYLDE 
, London. 

Great Britain has lost the beat 
known of all her gilding experta 
with the death at Maidstono (Kent) 
of Mr. C. H, Lowe-Wylde. 

The tragedy of hia death could 
scarcely have heen more hitter, for 
he crashed in a Nght acroplane 
which he himself had designed— 
a machine which represented the 
triumph of his career. 

It was ono of tho Iateat develop- 
monta,.in light aircraft fitted with
